Canadian National chosen for prom- 
inent role in operating new facilities 
for mail, passengers and express.

What is destined to be Canada’s 
largest air service is steadily taking 
form under the auspices of the De 


partment of ‘Transport and of the Can 


adian National Railways. ‘Trans-Can- 
ada Air Lines is the official title of 
the enterprise. Its headquarters are 


at Montreal and it is under the man- 
agement of a board of directors, three 
of whom are named by the Govern- 
ment, while four are nominated by the 
Canadian National Railway Company. 
At present the Canadan National Sys 
tem is the sole stockholder with 50,- 
000 shares representing all of the auth- 
orized capital of $5,000,000. The Can- 
adian National may sell or dispose ot 
to persons engaged or interested In 
aviation, a minority share interest, if, 
at some future date, such action is 
deemed advisable, but it must, under 
the terms of the act creating — the 
Trans-Canada Air Lines, retain a ma 
jority stock control, No shares can be 
held by any person other than a Brit

‘The Trans-Canada Air Lines will op 
erate regular services of aircraft, 
transporting mails, passengers and ex 
press on routes specified by the Goy 
ernment, 

Many Canadian citizens, traveling 
from one point to another in Canada, 
find they have to use the air lines in 
the United States, and they have been 
very insistent in demanding the estab- 
lishment of a direct Canadian service 

The set-up of the Trans-Canada Air 
Lines is such that the company will be 
protected against loss, but its profits 
will be very strictly limited, In other 
words, it is organized to perform a 
certain national service, and it is ex 


pected that that service will be per 
formed at or near cost. 
As the honorable members know, 


this government is obligated to share 
in the proposed service now being o1 
ganized between England, Ireland and 
Canada to cross the north Atlantic, 
In that connectlon we have undertak 
en to be prepared to fly the mails ac 
ross Canada connecting with their 
flight across the Atlantic. For that 
reason it is urgent to form this com- 
pany and get the organization under 
way, and obtain the necessary equip 
ment to undertake the service. 

It is estimated that capital required 
to purchase the equipment necessary 
to perform the service in Canada i 
ubout $11,750,000. In addition, about 
$1,250,000 is required as part of Can 
ada’s capital for the transatlantic se: 
vice, The balance of $2,000,000 is pro 
vided to be called upon as required for 
the expansion of the services as nat 
fonal needs may indicate. The cost of 
operation of the service— the coast to 
coast service— is estimated at about 
$1,000,000 a year. 


HE WORLD OF WHEAT 


By H. G. L, Strange 
Director “Crop Testing Plan” 
10i:i— 

For the first time in fur years the 
world will produce, this year, in spite 
of Canada’s poor crop, as much wheat 
as it will consume— about 6,600 mil- 
lion bushels, 

From 1928, however, the world con- 
sumed each year less than it produc- 
ed, and so the world surplus, which 
usually is 600 millin bu#hels, grew 
tach year until, by 1934, {t amounted 
to 1,149 million bushels,. 

Since 1934, each year, bowever, the 
world has consumed actually more 
wheat than it has produced, and = s0 
the difference Was taken out of the 
surplus until today the 1,148 million 
bushels of carry-over has been reduc- 
ed, not only to 600 million, which is 
the normal, but down to 450 million. 
This year, however, the world’s crop 
will be some 200 million bushels more 
than it was last year, or just about 
sufficient to meet the world’s needs. 

The lesson to be learned here. it 
seems, is to regard wheat always as

those who Wish to start up bee keep 
ing. This is the wrong time of year 
to do so und such persons should wail 
till spring. This article is written to 
those who have a colony or two of 
bees and would like to keep them over 
winter. 

That there are some bee 
who are wintering their bees success 
fully through these long and variable 
winters, year after year Cannot now 
be denied, but to do so is a gamble 
and may prove ap expensive one, It is 
however one worth taking, for should 
the colony come through successiully 
it means 50 to 80 lbs more honey the 
following season. 

On the other hand it costs the price 
of 40 lbs of feed whether Loney or 
sugar syrup to keep a colony of bee: 
over winter which at the present 
wholesale price of honey means from 
$2.40 to $3.00 and no matter what pre- 
cautins are taken it is quite possible 
to lose bees, feed and all. 

It the bee keeper wishes however to 
take the gamble preparations should 
start at once because a large stock of 
young bees is an absolute necessity 
or successful wintering.

Kmpty frames should be 
put in the place of all frames taken 
out, and these should go in the very 
middle of the brood chamber, Within 
the next ten days the queen will lay 
ian all empty frames and in 26 days 
these eggs will be young bees, a 
strong force of young bees at the be- 
ginning of fall, the first essential of 
successful wintering. 

Next week the principles of winter- 
ng and next operation will be discus- 
sed, bu the above is important if you 
wish to keep your bees over winter. 
If you do not wish to do so catch your 
;queen and cage her before the 15th of 
,this month and you will have a hive 
,empty of brood by the time you wish 
{to kill off.
